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Recognizing the Place of the Library in the 


Newer Program of Education 


By Dora V. Situ, Professor of Education, University of Minnesota 


ERHAPS there never was a time when 
J the place of books and libraries in the 
program of the public school was so 
clearly recognized as it is at present. As 
the educational world advances from a phil- 
osophy of education which defined its func- 
tion chiefly in terms of ground-to-be-covered 
to one concerned primarily with ends to be 
achieved, with powers to be attained, and 
with attitudes to be engendered, it is inevi- 
table that the old notion of pages-to-be- 
assigned in a textbook should give way to 
the newer concept of books and libraries as 
major resources for the achievement of pur- 
poses in any realm of human experience. 
Recently a whole series of educational 
agencies have devoted themselves to the 
study of the function of the school in the 
lives of boys and girls and in the society in 
which they live. The Educational Policies 
Commission has presented its platform in 
The Purposes of Education in a Democracy. 
The New York Regents’ Inquiry has set 
forth in The High School and Life the kind 
of service it believes the secondary school 
should render boys and girls. The Progres- 
sive Education Association in its report 
called Reorganizing Secondary Education 
has made a very similar statement of pur- 
pose, while the whole array of youth studies 
reviewed in Tue Booxuist for 1937 and 
1938 has revealed conditions among older 


boys and girls in America which give im- 
pressive support to the same kind of pro- 
gram. The unanimity of platform presented 
by all these organizations gives great hope 
of concerted action in the future. 

All of them unite in recognizing four 
areas of human experience as fundamental 
in the development of a well-rounded pro- 
gram of education. The first is the area of 
personal growth and development. Its major 
concern is the achievement of understand- 
ing and control of individual potentialities, 
the extension of individual interests, the 
deepening of spiritual resources, the eleva- 
tion of personal taste. The second is the 
realm of human relationships, of home and 
community, of race, of creed, and of the 
world at large. It involves mastery of the 
basic skills and facts necessary to the un- 
prejudiced search for truth, the broadening 
of understanding, the deepening of sym- 
pathies, intelligent grasp of social problems, 
and ability to consider objectively one’s own 
personal relationship to conditions as they 
are. The third area of education recognized 
in common by all these agencies is the area 
of economic efficiency, again calling for the 
extension of knowledge and understanding 
in the realms of production and consump- 
tion, and in the handling of public and pri- 
vate funds. At the same time it is concerned 
with the whole field of vocational explora- 
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tion and adjustment so complicated for 


young people in a world of restricted oppor- 
tunities for the beginner. Fourth, and final- 


ly, the area of civic responsibility opens up 


the problem of social competence and indi- 
vidual reshonsibility for working out 
through legitimate civic channels the great- 
est good for the greatest number. 

Viewed in these terms, education becomes 
a matter of growth and guidance, in both 
of which access to books, a recognition of 
their intimate relationship to every phase 
of human experience, and ability to choose 
and to use them effectively for the purposes 
of individual and social progress are of 
paramount importance. It may be objected 
that other sources of experience vie with 
books today in the education of youth, as 
they never did before. That is true, of 
course, but it is equally true that the devel- 
opment of firsthand contacts with the com- 
munity and the promotion of the motion 
picture and the radio as educational agen- 
cies have without exception increased the 
demand for reading materials, either through 
the stimulation of new or intensified inter- 
ests or through creating the need for sup- 
plementary sources of reference. We need 
scientific evidence of this fact, which li- 
brarians can furnish, as it is not always 
recognized by those who make or control 
educational budgets. 

That we are making considerable prog- 
ress in recognition of the place of the library 
in the program of the school is evident 
throughout the country. The recent report 
of the reading conference at the University 
of Chicago, called Recent Trends in Read- 
ing, reveals a changing point of view con- 
cerning the place of books and reading in 
the educative process. In its current mono- 
graph, Conducting Experiences in English, 
a committee of the National Council of 
Teachers of English devotes more than a 
hundred pages to problems of directing 
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experiences through reading and literature, 
furnishing illustrative. procedures found 
useful by teachers in the classroom. The 
evaluative criteria of the Cooperative Study 
of Secondary School Standards give large 
emphasis to library service as coordinate in 
responsibility and importance with pro- 
grams in guidance, in instruction, in pupil 
activities, and in curriculum planning. In 
fact, it is inconceivable that any one of these 
major functions of the elementary or sec- 
ondary school could be adequately carried 
on without the active cooperation of an 
intelligent and well-trained school librarian. 
The next step is to have active official recog- 
nition of similar need for similar services in 
the elementary school program. 

That librarians themselves have given 
careful thought and constructive planning 
to the problem of their place in the program 
of the public school is evidenced by in- 
numerable publications which they have 
produced, by the emphasis in their state 
and national meetings, by the reports of 
their own professional committees, and by 
the services they are daily rendering in the 
public schools. The two statements of basic 
platform issued by the Joint Committee of 
the American Library Association and the 
National Education Association have spe- 
cial significance, the one for the elementary 
school called Elementary School Libraries 
and the one for the secondary school called 
The School Library Is. Miss Fargo’s recent 
revision of The Library in the School and 
the December 1939 issue of Educational 
Method, edited by Miss Heller, librarian of 
the University High School of Ohio State 
University, present in interesting and prac- 
tical fashion the services now being ren- 
dered in the schools. 

Conference with school administrators, 
with teachers, and with librarians indicates 
that certain common problems exist through- 
out the country in the effort to make the 
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programs envisioned by both educator and 
librarian a reality. 

We need more librarians who know books 
as well as they know how to catalog and 
dispense them; who know boys and girls, 
and have a passion for bringing books and 
boys and girls together; and above all, librar- 
ians who understand the social bases of 
curriculum making and instruction. We 
have increasing numbers of such librarians 
every year as graduates go out from our 
training annually, qualified 
equally well for teaching and librarianship. 

In the second place, we need more clear 
recognition by school administrators of 
librarians as educators and not merely as 
clerks checking out books and cataloging 
them. We need assistance for such librar- 
ians in matters of clerical routine and of 
relief from police duties in the library, that 
they may devote themselves to the impor- 
tant educational tasks they are qualified to 
perform for the improvement of instruction 
and the advancement of curricular projects 
in the service of the school. 

Similarly, we need teachers who know 
books, and know boys and girls, and have 
a passion for bringing books and boys and 
girls together. Teachers in general are 
handicapped by a lack of knowledge of the 
broad field of books. Some of them have 
no notion whatever of the riches which a 
well-stocked library presents if they will but 
seek them out. The fault lies not so much 
with them as with their training. The defi- 
ciency, now clearly recognized throughout 
the country, will be remedied in the im- 
mediate future. Already there is indication 


institutions 


that in the teacher training program broader 
courses in book selection in terms of the 
total reading program of the school will 
supplement the old, narrow textbook course 
in children’s literature, with its emphasis 
upon sixteen must-haves before the ninth 
grade. Even more necessary, also, are the 
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gradually developing courses in book selec- 
tion for adolescents, which will open up 
similar resources to the high school teacher, 
formerly trained only in the so-called clas- 
sics, and a few set books of literary or text- 
book reference. 

In the meantime, the principal and the 
librarian share jointly the responsibility of 
assisting the teacher already in service to 
recognize the place of books and library in 
the modern curriculum and to acquaint 
herself with the facilities available. Often 
the teacher is not conscious of her own lack 
of background, and librarians frequently 
are prone to hide their candles under a 
bushel, or at least to hesitate to appear to 
instruct a fellow worker. For that reason, 
it falls to the lot of the school administrator 
to bring together the need of the one and 
the resources of the other, by conscious em- 
phasis in all school undertakings upon the 
contribution which the library can make to 
the classroom, to individual guidance, and 
to the program of curriculum making 
throughout the elementary and secondary 
school. 

National Book Week is promoted for 
boys and girls. Why should their teachers 
be omitted from it? Mothers’ Institutes 
developed in the public library at Youngs- 
town, Ohio, have had a widespread effect 
upon the relationship of the library to the 
home, and have built into the lives of pre- 
school children a habit of looking to books 
and to the library for pleasure and profit. 
What would happen, we wonder, if, in con- 
nection with Book Week, school and library 
authorities were to unite in the development 
of institutes for teachers which would ac- 
quaint them with the newer books for boys 
and girls and the standard resources of the 
school and public library? 

Teachers need to be made aware of 
scurces of information about books, which 
are commonplace knowledge to librarians— 
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The Children’s Catalog, for example, or 
such helps as The Children’s Poetry Index 
or Miss Rue’s Subject Index to Readers, by 
means of which they may locate a wealth 
of materials on a given topic; or Miss Wurz- 
burg’s East, West, North and South in Chil- 
dren’s Books, which will help them relate 
reading to the social studies; or such lists 
as Reading for Fun, prepared by a commit- 
tee of the National Council of Teachers of 
English, to promote sheer joy in reading. 

High school teachers, especially, because 
of the narrow range of their training, need 
even more the kind of help available to 
them in the Standard Catalog for High 
School Libraries, the Subject Index to High 
School Fiction, and innumerable lists such 
as By Way of Introduction, Home Reading 
for High Schools, and the still broader 
forthcoming list of Mr. Lenrow’s committee 
of the Progressive Education Association, 
which groups books under areas of human 
experience, to which they may be related. 
Furthermore, teachers need acquaintance 
with The Horn Book, Tue Booxuist, The 
Wilson Library Bulletin, and other current 
sources of information about new and forth- 
coming books. 

Most of all, they need to be told interest- 
ingly about books and to see them displayed 
enticingly at intervals throughout the year— 
and all of this, not as a modest gesture from 
school or public librarian, but openly spon- 
sored by the superintendent of schools and 
the administrative and supervisory staff, in 
conjunction with the officials of school and 
public library, in recognition of the vital 
necessity of such service and such materials 
in the newer program of education.

A careful biography written with the color and warmth 
of a novel. The author destroys the legend of Victoria 
as a precocious goody-goody. Instead she portrays her 
as strong-willed, fond of simple domestic living, and 
tireless in her devotion to duty. 


Captain Horatio Horn- 
blower ; drawings by N. C. Wyeth. 1939. 662p.

Three rousing sea stories are found in this omnibus 
volume. The first, Beat to quarters, tells how Captain 
Hornblower is sent under sealed orders to the Pacific 
where he sinks the Spanish two-decker Natividad. In 
Ship of the line, he cannonades Napoleon’s troops from 
the sea, fights four ships simultaneously, and is taken 
prisoner. Flying colours tells of his escape and tri- 
umphant return to England.
